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“Lebanese prime minister praises Hezbollah tactics ¢ 

BETRUT, Lebanon (AP) 3 Lehbanon’s prime minister declared Sunday 
that the country “‘blesses’?? Hezhollah’s muerrilla war anainst 
Israeli troops and oledged his yovernment’s support. 

““The resistance movement anc its steacfastness in the face of 
the diabolic Israeli (war) mechanism ... has transformed it into a 
force to be reckoned with,’? Prime Minister Salim Hoss saict. 

““They are not agqqressors, tiey are trying to defeat the 
aggresscarms,’? he said of the muerrillas. 

Tne tranian-backed, Shiite Muslim group nas led a war of 
attritiucan against Israeli troops cecupying a strip of southern 
Lebanon since 1945. Israel lost #4 soldiers in the fignting last ~* 
year. linofficial fitures put the Hertollah cleath toll at 37. 

““All of Lebanon blesses the noly war of tne fighters to protect 
Lebanese homes, lanci anct clinmity,’*? Hoss saici.. 

Hoss, a Sunni Muslim, oremised to supsert the fighters until the 
implementation of U.N. Security Council Resolution 4°5. He chich not 
say what kind of suopert nis government would nrovide. 

The 1978 resolution calls for an immeciiate anc unconditional 
[Israeli withdrawal from southern Lebanon. Israel has demanded 
securiLly muarantees by the Lebanese nmovernment that it will rein in 
Hezbollan querrillas following any Israeli withdrawal. 

Hoss spoke at a rally in Reirutl commemorating the seventh 
anniversary of tine Israeli assassination of Sheik Abbas Musawi, the 
secretary-nueneral of Hezbollah. He, his wife anci son were killecd in 
1992 when Israeli helicooters fired rorckets at nis convoy. 

Musawi's successor, Sheik Hassan Nasrallah, voweci to continue the 
armed struggle against Israel.

JEZZINE, Lebanon (AP) — Officials of Hezbollah received a low-key 
welcome Wednesday, less than two weeks after the guerrilla group 
forced israeli-backed militiamen out of this mountain area. 

Four officials from the Iranian-backed group _ three members of 
Parliament and the political representative in south Lebanon _ 
arrived at the Government House while Israeli jets flew over a 
nearby front line, a nervous reminder of past violence. 

fhe arrival of the Hezbollah officials went largely unnoticed in 
the town of several thousand, contrasting sharply with President 
Emile Lahoud’s tumultuous welcome by the local population on June &S, 
two days after the South Lebanon Army withdrawal. 

The visit by political representatives instead of guerrilla 
commanders was & sign that Hezbollah will adhere to its pledye not 
to enter the vacated area. 

The Hezbollah team met with Jezzine officials and heard requests 
for amnesty for former SLA militiamen. 

‘“*We came to congratulate you on liberation,’’ said lawmaker 
Mohammed Raad, head of Hezbolliah’s Politburo. 

Calling Jezzine ‘‘a dear region,’’ Raad also seught to reassure 
the population, majority Christians who have feared revenge attacks, 
that the Shiite Muslim Hezbollah will not move in. 

"Security of this area and its children is under the supervision 
of the state and there is no job for the resistance on any liberated 
iota of land,’’ he said. 

In & reminder of the Israeli menace just south of here near the 
Village of Kfar Houna, Israeli warplanes flew low as the Hezbollah 
delegation inspected an SLA tank thrown off the road by a guerrilla 
bomb during the retreat. 

Hezbollah’s political representative Sheik Abdel~Majid Ammar 
delivered a kick to the heap of mangled armor before the group 
quickiy got into their vehicies to return to Jezzine. 

The SLA abandoned Jezzine and 36 surrounding villages June 3 
after the area suffered heavily from fighting. More than iS@ militia 
and 6@ civilians died during the 14 years of SLA control. fhe 
militia retreated to the Israeli-~occupied border zone further south. 

There had been fears that Hezbollah might move into the area, 
turning it into another front line or exacting revenge on some 2d 
former militiamen who quit the SLA and stayed behind. 

Hezbollah chief Sheik Hassan Nasrallah said the guerrillas will 
not enter the town, but reserved the right to keep attacking the 
Israelis in the south. 

The Lebanese government’s presence in Jezzine is limited to a 
smail contingent of policemen. 

Beirut has refused to send the army because of concern the move 
would be construed as providing security guarantees that Israel had 
long sought as a precondition for withdrawal of its forces from 
southern Lebanon.

Hezbollah guerrillas, marking Martyr’s Day, launched a series of 
rocket and mortar attacks on Israeli and allied militia positions “in 
the occupied zone, wounding four South Lebanon Army militiamen, the 
officials added. 

A total ef eight Katyusha rockets fell on the outskirts of 
Marjayoun at L1i:3@ a.m. (@93@ GMT), causing panic among residents 
and forcing shopowners and schools to close for the day, the 
officials said. No casualties were reported in Marjayoun and no 
group claimed responsibility for the Katyusha barrage. 

The air raids came as Hezbollah, the main guerrilla group, 
reiterated its pledge to continue fighting Israeli occupation forces 
with the symbolic graduation of 1,245 guerrillas at a Thursday 
rally. The new recruits replace the number of guerrillas killed in 
combat in southern Lebanon since 19968. 

“*We will continue fighting until (Israeli) cecupation forces 
withdraw without conditions,’? Sheik Hassan Nasrallah, Hezbollah’s 
secretary-general, told participants at the rally. ‘‘If more blood 
is required, let them take our sons.?? 

Earlier Friday, Israeli jets fired several missiles at valleys 
southeast of the port city of Tyre, and later near Iqlim al-Tuffah, 

a Hezbollah mountain stronghold that faces the occupied zone.

BETRUT, Lebanon CAPD — Heavy fighting flared Wednesday in 
gauthern Lebanon, the last active war front af the Arab-Israeli 
eanfliect, leaving two civilians injured, Lebanese officials said. 

The fighting occurred as Syrian and Israeli negotiators were set 
ta resume peace talks in Washington, signaling the dominant 
Hezbollah guerrilla group's determination to continue fighting. 

In a newspaper interview, Hezballah leader Hassan Nasrallah said 
““pesistance will continue until Israel’s full withdrawal’? from 
sauth Lebanon. Israel has occupied about 18 percent of Lebanon since 
1982 to protect its northern towns from guerrilla attacks. 

Gn Wednesday, Israeli warplanes fired missiles after guerrillas 
of the Iranian~-backed Hezbollah launched a series af attacks oan the 
isra@lir-oeccecupied zone, security afficials said. 

Israeli artillery gunners retaliated and the Hezbollah responded 
by firing mortars and kKatyusha rockets on the occupied zone, said 
the officials. They spoke on customary condition of anonymity.

Nasrallah, the Hezbollah chief, said the Syrianv-Israeli talks doa 
nat change anything. 

“*T do net think either the Lebanese or the Syrian officials 
wauld pressure Hezbollah toa stop its attacks,’’ Nasrallah said in an 
interview to Eqypt’s Al-Ahram weekly.

TYRE, Lebanon (AF) — To hear leaders of the Shiite Muslim 
group Hezbollah tell it, a piece of grainy videotape is prime 
proof of an extracrdinary contention: That their guerrilla war 
against Israel is all but won. 

In the flickering footage shot in February by the Israeli 
military in southern Lebanon, a fighter from the Iranian-backed 
militia is chased by an Israeli helicopter, dedging bullets and 
shrapnel as he flees across a rocky landscape. The hunted man, 
biocked from view just before a rocket explosion sends up a cloud 
of debris, appears doomed. 

But days later, a wounded man whose appearance and account of 
events matched those cof the fighter in the tape turned up in a 
Lebanese hospital. Recoeunting his story to reporters, raising his 
bandaged hands in a victory salute, he was hailed by Hezbollah as 
the guerrilla whe got away. 

“With all its air power and sephisticated weaponry, {Israel 
was unable to capture one Hezbollah fighter,’’ Gheik Hassan 
Nasrallah, the group's leader, beasted to reporters afterward. 

Increasingly, Hezbollah is portraying its simple survival as a 
battlefield triumph — the latest refinement in a long and largely 
successful campaign to shape the rules of engagement in southern 
Lebanon to its own advantage. 

With only a few hundred fighters, Hezbollah has no wish to 
confront Israel's powerful army head-on. Instead, its strategy is 
to engage Israeli trocps and allied Lebanese militiamen with 
carefully laid ambushes, hit-and-run mortar attacks and 
radio-detonated roadside bombs like the one that killed an Israeli 
brigadier general and three other Israelis on Feh. Z&. 

Just five days before that bombing, guerrillas ambushed an 
elite Israeli commande squad, killing its commander and two 
officers and wounding five soldiers. 

“Hezbollah sets the pace, and the Israelis are left ta react 
to events,’’ said Timur Goksel, senior adviser to the commander of 
United Nations peacekeepers in southern Lebanon. “‘It's a hell of 
a way to wear down an enemy."! 

Riways geod at melting inte the landscape, the guerrilias get 
better at it all the time. 

These days, fighters favor unebtrusive movement in and cut of 
the battle zone on motorbikes, singly or in pairs. Eschewing 
giveaway dress like traditional baggy pants or the beards worn by 
observant Shiite Muslims, they look instead like any young men on 
an outing — clean-shaven, clad in jeans, hair slicked back with 
gel. 

These familiar with Hezbellah's cperations describe its 
Fighters as highly disciplined, innovative in their tactics, 
methodical in planning and intimately familiar with the rugged 
terrain. 

While many of the Israeli seldiers in seuthern Lebanon are in 
their early 2@s or even their teens, Hezbollah fields mainly 
veterans with six or seven years of combat under their belts. 

““Guerrilla warfare is very hard to teach _ it’s a matter of 
experience,’'’ said Geksel, whe has spent 2@ years in Lebanon's 
south. “‘“‘fAnd they have that.’? 

Hezbollah, which once staged crude and costiy human-wave 
attacks on Israeli positions, still prides itself on its ability 
to absorb casualties. But its traditional glorification of suicide 
attacks has given way to a more pragmatic military ethic. 

“*“We love martyrdom and are preud of cur martyrs,'!' Nasrallah 
told reporters recently. ‘‘At the same time, we are keen that we 
don't have big losses we want cur mujahedeen tholy warriors) toa 
‘stay alive.’’

23, prompting +Iisraeli+ to launch airstrikes on guerrilla bases and 
threaten all-aut war. 

Since Sunday, guerrilla leaders have gone underground and vacated some

Sunday’s death af Brig. Gen. Ezer Gerstein, the highest ranking 
officer ta he killed in southern +Lebanon+, was the worst blow the Israeli 
Bilitary has suffered. It pushed the accupatian to center stage in the 
Campaigning for +israeli+’?s May 17 elections. 

Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin Netanyahu and opposition Labor leader

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) Qn a sandy lot shadawed by the 
lew-siunagq buildings of Beirut’s slums, young men train 
diligentiv at dusk. They’re ruqged., they’re disciplined and 
many of them are fired by the faith that fires Lebsanon’s 
Hezhollah. 

But querrilles they’re not. 

Rather, they play soccer for a team that is a 
Standard-bearer of the radical Islamic movement. competing for 
the first time in the country’s top soccer league. 

The team. al-Ahd, is yet another twist in the story of a 
aroun better known for fighting Israeli forces in southern 
Lebanon and still shadawed hy its suspected role, in its early 
days. in the bombing of a Marine barracks in 1983 and the 
kidnappings of foreigners in Lebanon. 

Now, like Islamic groups across the Muslim world. it’s as 
well known in Lebanon for its hospitals, clinics and schools. 
Se, why not soccer? And why not soccer with what it considers 
the proper attitude of devout Shiite Muslims? 

*‘*The morals of Hezbollah are an the field, and they 
reflect on how we play cur apponents,.’’ said Youssef 
al-Jawheri., a 2i-year-ocld player. **‘We have a moral 
responsibility. ’’ 

That resnonsibility translates into not a single red or 
yellow fiagq last year and the fewest of any team this year. Its 
fans are the best behaved. 

And the players make clear their cade: Don’t argue with 
referees, dan’t pick fights and always take heckling in stride. 

In Lebanon, a country of 18 sects that is scarred by vears 
of sectarian war, religion infuses everything: from the 
candidate for president to the choice for the lowliest 
government job. 

Most of the national leaque’s 14 saccer teams, toc, are 
colaered by faith. The Druse have a team and sa do the Maronite 
Christians. 

Even the Armenians have two teams, one faithful to Armenian 
leftists. the other loval ta the community’s right-wing. 

But with al-Ahd. whose affiliation is best known. the team 
Plays down any political cannections. Instead, it’s all about 
soccer, well-behaved soccer. in a field where other fans can 
Get so rowdy that some games last year had to be closed to the 
public. 

‘Any mavement in Lebanon — be it snorts. salitics or 
economics _ will have solitical implications. ’’ said Haij Amin 
al-Shiri. al-Ahd’s sresident. whose office in southern Beirut 
has a box marked for donations to Hezbollah guerrillas. 

**But it’s our goal to keen politics away from sports,’’ he 
said. 
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The team’s board — run by sympathizers of the Islamic 
mavement _ says it would welcome any player. regardiess of 
faith. Amona the team’s 2@ full-time players, including four 
foreigners _ from Jordan, Irag., Senegal and Nigeria _ only one 
Christian now competes. 

His name is Henry Ajama,. from Nigeria. 

**Religion or no religian. my only concern is ta play.’’ he 
said. ‘**All I know is that we all have one Gad. ’’ 

But for some fans, the team is part of their politics 
namely, support for a movement that is growing more popular 
through its extensive welfare services. its clean image in a 
country with rampant corruption, and the success of its 
querrillas. known as the Islamic resistance. 

**The fans lave the resistance, and they see the team as 
their representatives, ’’ said Abu Hussein Sarour, a 25-year-old 
from Bint Jbeil. a town occupied by Israel in southern Lebanon. 

Saturday was game day, and the match itself a microcosm of 
Lebanon: al-Ahd played al~Hikma. a Christian team, in a Druse 
neighborhood at a stadium plsestered with slogans for the Druse 
ralitical party. 

Fans of Al-Ahd. currently ranked a mediocre but respectable 
eiahth, turned out in droves. Like Hezbollah itself, they were 
well-organized and ardent. waving flags and placards and 
beating a drum to chants blared through ae meqanhone. 

The match was scoreless most of the way. but al-Ahd’s 
following kept up the fervor, gasping at each missed geoal, 
applauding each save. 

Occasionally. they shouted to the goalie, ‘‘God be with 
you.” 

Perhaps he was. Al-Ahd wan 1-@.

And its struggle has won it 
aurging popularity acrass a country whase very name evakes images af 
discard and civil war. 

But an israeli withdrawal an ide@a touted mare and more by an 
laraeli government conscious of the war’s unpopularity at home | may 
pase the Islamic nroup its greatest challenge since it was forged 
from the chaos and strife of Israel’s 1942 invasian of Lebanon, 

lronicatty, victory over Lerael could amount to a setback. 

“"“The war has given the party a great deal of power, a great deal 
af prestine and a ywreat Geal of recognition,’’? said Farid @1 Khazen, 

a Lebanese analyst and professor at the American University af 
Keirute “Wathout the war, Hezbollah will be deflated.?? 

Already, its leaders are pondering what comes next, and the 
speculation drives La the heart of Hezbollah’s identity. 

Having transformed itself from a militia to a movement, can it 
averhaul iteel? yet anain? Nore important, what future shape will 
Hezbollah take in the unruly tumult of Lebanese pulitiecss charity 
aryanization, political party or grass-roots movement? 

Today’s Hezbollah is a far ery from the feared group linked ta 
the 1943 bombing of a U.S. Marine barracks, which killed 240 
Anericans, and the kidnapping of more than 50 foreigners amid the 
anarchy that defined Lehanon during its 1975-90 civil war. 

Abroad, the attacks brought it the notoriety it is still trying 
ta lave dawnyg the U.S. State Department, far one, insists it still 
engages in terrorism. At home, its ¢@al in smashing uo Beirut bars 
ar banning card-playinng at cafes as unvcIslamic bolstered its already 
robust image as a collection of religious fanatics. 

In recent years, however, Hezbollah has gone from issuing 
r@ligious edicts declaring the Lebanese gavernmnent criminal to 
TUNITY Carniidates in elections for its parliament. 

It neither can nor wants to shed its image as a religious party 
representink Shiite Muslims, Le@ebanon’s largest sect, but its leaders 
routinely speak out about unemployment and the spiraling cast of 
Lavirg, complaints voiced by other opposition parties. 

And fram years af secrecy and shunning outsiders, the group now 
runs & Sophisticated press affice, its well-dressed functionaries 
carrying cellular phones and volunteering an e-mail address. It awns 
a television and racic station, publishes a weekly newspaper and 
advertises a web site. It even has a gaccer team, 
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“"The tools of Hezbollah have changed and the way it works hae 
changed,?’? said Nayef Kraim, the group’s spakeeman., 

Ky far, thounh, the proup draws its greatest support from success 
in the battlefield. With Syrian and [ranian tacking, it launches 
dazens of raids every menth to dislodge an Israeli army that has 
cantrolled southern Lebanon for #20 years — by iteelf ar through 
aiilaed militias . as a way of guarding its northern border. 

Last month, Hezbollah attacked Israel and its allies 117 times, 
the largest number of raids in more than a decade. 

The attacks in April followed Ierael’s declaration that it would 
withdraw if it received security guarantees — a proposal that 
Hezbollah read as a sign of approaching vietary. While not saying 
that it would atop finhting, Hezbollah has made clear that once 
Israel withdraws, the Lebanese army will take over in the south — a 
promise many in Lebanon read age a tacit pledge to end the war. 

But that success makes many ponder the future, While few in 
Lebanon daubb Hezbollah will eventually win, many are questioning 
what coames next. Even Hezbollah cadres acknowledge the uncertainty. 

“"“We don’t expect Lo be heroes forever,?? admits Mohammed Hijazi, 
a director of a Hezbollah-run hospital in Beirut. 

In the aftermath, the Lebanese ygavernment will likely demand that 
Hezbollah surrender its weapons. Tne war?’s end may require, as well, 

a d@parture from the martial image the group has long fostered: Its 
fighters are called mujahideen, or religious warriors, and its 
banner features a fiet clutching a Kalashnikov rifle. 

Fublicly, the movement does not worry. 

“Hezbollah has hecome a part of the Lebanese fabric, and it has 
apart in the political and social reality,’ Sheik Naim Kassen, the 
group’ s deputy leader, said in an interview. “‘Its role is not 
limited to the resistance to the occupation anty.7? 

Indeed, it has already praven that. It spends tens of millions of 
dollars a year . made possible by Iran _— ta run nine sechoaals and 
three hospitals, provide drinking water ta Beirut’s Shiite Muslim 
Slums, suppert families of slain querrillas and rebuild homes 
damayed in the war. 

Far same, that helpinn hance could ensure Hezbollah’s continued 
popularity among the poor, even after the war ends. 

““RPecqule Love Lhe peaple wha serve them,7? said Adel Ollaik, wha 
runs a Hezbollah hospital in Nabatiyen, a town within @yesiqnt af 
Israeli positions. “After the war, Hezbollah will gucceed more 
because the secial institutions will became stranger, 7? 

(ithers see the charity as emily a step in Hezbollah’s pursuit of 
its political ambitions, unfettered by the burdens of waging war but 
caping with a loss of the popularity won in the struggle. 

The movement still supports the creation of an [ranian-style 
iglamic state, bul it rarely declares sa in public. In interviews, 
its leaders say Hezbollah will push the idea through dialogue, not 
farce, and acknowledhne that the reality af 18 sects in a country 
etilldl scarred by communal war rules out an [slamic state soon. 

The new arena is Lhe Ira-member parliament, where seven members 
already sit. Like ather Islamic parties, they rail against the 
carruption and cranyism endemic tea Lebanon’s capitalism. As a party, 
toa, they benefit from playing the tole of the oponsition. 

In facl, the war’s end could make possible another step in the 
movement's moderation and maturity: from militants to successful 
yuerrillas to a prase-rootse movement competing in Lebanese politics 
a transformation same call its “*Lebanenization.?? 

Rut without the support it derives from the war, many gay, the 
mavement will inevitably become much more vulneraole, 

As political party or charity group, it stands to lose stature. 

““Hezgbollah’s leadership today 18 very oragmatic and very much in 
tune with Lehanese communal politics,’* said Khazen, the analyst. 

““They are efficient, well-arganized and they play the game well.??

With Iranian and Syrian support. Hezbollah fighters have 
launched hundreds of attacks on Israeli farces and their allies 
this year, increasing pressure for Israel ta withdraw from 
rugged hills and valleys that it has controlied for more than 
2@ years. 

In Lebanon, its fight has brought it support. But the 
movement, created during Israel’s invasion of Lebanon in 1982, 
is still trying to play down a terrorist image born of 
kidnarpinas and horrific bombings _— events seared into the 
minds of many Americans. 

Hezbollah has lang denied any role in the attack on the 
U.S. Marine barracks, which killed 24@ peanle., the twin 
bombings of American Embassy buildings or the abduction of at 
least 5@ Americans, Frenchmen, Britons, Germans and other 
foreiaqners at the height of the anarchy that reigned durina 
Lebanon’s 1975-9@ civil war. But groups that claimed 
responsibility were widely believed toa be aperating under 
Hezhollah’s then-shadaowy umbrella. 

Today, it has transformed itself into one of Lebanaon’s mast 
successful political mavements. Its leaders can draw tens of 
theusands of Shiite Muslim supporters into the streets. Seven 
members sit in parliament, and its message is carried by its 
own television and radio stations, a weekly newspaper and a web 
Site. 

The group’s openness is part of its attempt to change what 
Kraim describes as ‘‘its distorted image,’’ particulseriy in the 
West, and cantacts with Americans stand as a logical step. 

**It will help in improving the image of each other and, at 
the same time. the nercentian af the American peaple,’’ he 
seid. 

Its ideecloay — support for an Islamic state in a country 
With 18 officially recoqnized religious sects remains intact, 
Kraim said.

BETRUT, Lebanon (AF) —§ Guerrillas fighting to end Israel’s 
occupation of southern Lebanon will cease their war following an 
Israeli withdrawal, Prime Minister Salim Hass was quoted as saying 
in a radio interview Friday. 

Hoss reiterated his government's ‘‘political and moral support’! 
for guerrillas of the Iranian-backed Hezbollah and other groups 
fighting te cust Israeli troops and their allied Lebanese militiamen 
from a border zone in southern Lebanon. 

““Our position is clear: We support the resistance as long as 
there is occupation. When cccupation no longer exists, there will be 
no resistance,’’ Hoss told the British Broadcasting Corporation's 
Arabic service.

Barak’s pledge calls for a pullout as part of a security 
arrangement.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Sword-wielding Shiite Muslim 
militants in Japanese-style ninja warrior costumes paraded in 
Beirut’s southern slums and east Lebanon Friday to mark

Their heads covered in hoods, they shouted “*‘Death to Israel 
and its patron, the great satan’’ and trampled the U.S. and 
Israeli flags as the force paraded in Beirut’s southern slums. 

Some £,222 militants of the [ranian-backed Hezbollah, or 
Farty of God, took part in the ‘‘ninja’’ parade. Some wore 
green, the color of Islam, and others black attire that covered 
them from head to toe. They were cheered by a crowd of about 
im, 2A people. 

The ninjas were a class of feudal Japanese warriors highly 
trained in stealth and employed as undercover operatives and 
assassins. They were dressed in black for concealment. 

Lebanese policemen watched from a distance as the men 
performed one of their *‘drills’®* — @& rescue operation for 
Victims of a hypothetical car bombing. 

The crowd dispersed peacefully an hour later. 

Similar parades tack place in east Lebanon’s ancient city of 
Baalbek and the town of Hermel near the Syrian border. 

Despite public disclaimers by Iran, a spokesman for the 
estimated 3,@2@ Iranian Revolutionary Guards stationed in east 
Lebanon's Bekaa valley took pride in the World Trade Center 
bombing in New York that left six pecple killed Feb. e&6. 

“*The accusation of Muslim fundamentalists of engineering 
the bombing is tantamount to an admission of the Muslims’. 
abilities to stage major operations.against international 
arrogance, ’’ the spokesman, Sheik Hasan Mehdawi, said in a 
speech in Baalbek.

Hooded men believed to be members of Hezbollah, the 
standard-bearer of Iran's brand of Shiite Muslim fundamentalism 
in Lebanon, led the march. They apparently had filtered through 
mountain trails into the camp during the. night. 

Deportees of Hamas, all Sunni fundamentalists, boycotted the 
demonstration. They stayed inside their tents after the open-air 
prayers. 

Jerusalem Day falls on last Friday of Ramadan, Islam’s holy 
month of fasting. It was decreed by the late Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini after his Islamic Revolution seized power in Iran in 
1979. 

The purpose of the holiday is to stress the Muslims’ 
sflidarity with the Palestinians and determination to recover 
Jerusalem, the city which is haly to all three religions but is 
regarded by Israel as the capital of the Jewish state.

Wednesday it had eight candidates lined up for Lebanon’s 
forthcoming parliamentary elections and pledged they would 
oppose U.S.-sponsored efforts for peace with israel. 

Hezbollah leader Sheik Hassan Nasrallah said the Shiite 
Muslim candidates would run for parliamentary seats in the 
eastern Bekaa Valley, the central mountains and Beirut scheduled 
to begin Aug. 2&3. 

The last general parliamentary elections in Lebanon were 2@ 
years ago, three years before the iS-year civil war and a decade 
before Hezbollah was formed. 

The black-turbaned Nasrallah, addressing a news conference, 
did not release the names of the candidates yet because of 
concerns for their safety. 

But he said if they won they would ‘‘reject and denounce any 
attempt for reconciliation with the Zionist entity, which has 
usurped the lands of others.’’ 

The bearded Nasrallah, reading a statement in the basement 
of a mosque in south Beirut’s slum of Bourj el-Barajneh, a 
Hezbollah stronghold, said the party’s representatives would 
“*constantly seek to foil any attempt to normalize relations 
with the Zionist entity.’*’ 

“ALL government institutions, especially the army, should 
take part in efforts to liberate the south and defend the 
people,’’ Nasrallah said, shaking his fist. 

Israel controls a 44@—-square-mile (1, 1@@-square-kilometer) 
self-styled ‘‘Security Zone’* in south Lebanon since 1985 to 
buffer against cross-border guerrilla infiltrations into its 
northern settlements. 

Hezbollah, made up of Shiite zealots following the teachings 
of the late Iranian revolutionary patriarch Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini, leads a guerrilla warfare against the security zone. 

Israel retaliates: by air, artillery and naval attacks on 
suspected hideouts of Hezbollah guerrillas. 

Nasrallah said Hezbollah also had candidates in mind for 
elections in south Lebanon, scheduled for Sept. 6, but would 
also withhold their names for now ‘‘mainly for security 
considerations.?!? 

““They live in the south, which is the heart of the 
confrontation with Israel,’’ he said. 

Since Israeli helicopter gunships assassinated former 
Hezbollah leader Abbas Musawi, his wife and son in south Lebanon

Frenzied chants demanding the death of President Elias Hrawi 
and Friime Minister Rafik Hariri roared from the sea~like funeral 
procession that wound through the dusty alleyways of south 
Beirut's slums. 

The death chants for the nation’s two highest-ranking 
leaders threatened to generate & government showdown with the 
Iranian-backed Hezbollah, or Farty of God, which fields 
Lebanon’s strongest militia. 

The crisis was touched off when army troops fired Monday on 
@ group of S@2 Hezbollah demonstrators whe defied a government 
ban on public -gatherings to protest the PLO-Israel pact. 

Eight were killed and 48 wounded in the first time that 
government troops opened fire on Hezbollah partisans. 

The corpses, placed in plastic bags and draped in 
Hezbollah’s yellow flags, were shoulder-carried in Tuesday’ s 
Funeral by weeping comrades as mourners clenched their fists and 
chanted *‘*Your blood shall be avernged.'’ 

The two-mile- (three~-kilometer-) long procession was led by 
Sheik Hassan Nasrallah, leader of the Iranian-Backed Hezbollah, 
the group's spiritual guide Sheik Mohammed Fadlallah and dozens 
of other turbaned clerics. 

Women, wearing Black head-to-toe chadors and carrying 
babies, brought up the rear of the marches

Troops and rict police watched from close range, directing 
traffic away from the outset of funeral.

An army officer on the scene, who spoke on condition of 
anonymity, said the government ban on protest demonstrations did 
not cover funerals. 

‘“*“We cannot tell people not to bury their dead,'’"' he said, 

Nasrallah delivered a fiery eulogy before the victims were 
lowered into their graves, saying “*I accuse Rafik Hariri'’s 
gavernment of trying to rekindle Lebanon’s civil war.’’

In the eastern town cof Baalbek, long a Hezbollah stronghold, 
angry Shiite activists stormed the municipal building and tore 
down pictures of Lebanese President Elias Hrawi. 

The Hezbollah supporters, many of them armed, alse smashed a 
police jeep and a pickup truck parked at the building’s entrance 
with stones and rifle butts. 

The pretests were sparked by an incident Monday in which 
army troops fired on a-group of S@& Hezbollah demonstrators who 
defied a government ban on public gatherings to protest the 
FLO-Israel peace pact. 

Eight were killed and 42 wounded in the first time that 
government troops opened fire on Hezbollah partisans. 

Defense Minister Mohsen Dallowl, who issued the firing 
orders, told reporters he and his family had been receiving 
death threats from anonymous callers. 

Dalloul and other government ministers came under scathing 
attacks during an eight-hour Parliament session. But Hezbollah 
supporters failed to muster encugh support for a vote of no 
confidence against the government. 

The Iranian~backed Hezbollah fields Lebanon's strongest 
militia, with about 3,848 fighters. It is most active in 
southern Lebanon, where its fighters have sworn te continue 
guerrilla attacks on Israel's self-styled “‘security zane’! 
until the Jewish state withdraws its troops from Lebanese soil. 

Mourners Tuesday carried the corpses on their shoulders 
through the streets tao the Shaheedein (Two Martyrs) Cemetery. 

The bodies were draped in the yellow flags of Hezbollah. 

Angry mourners raised clenched fists and vowed, “*‘Your blood 
shall be avenged."’ 

They shouted for the deaths of Hrawi and Prime Minister 
Rafik Hariri.

*Hezhollah Protests Atmy Beating; Tension With Gavernment< 

JIBSHEET, Lebanon (AP) — Tension between the 
Syrian-backed government and pro-Iranian Shiite Muslim 
fundamentalists intensified Thursday as the Shiites 
protested the army’s alleged beating of a crippled war 
veteran and member of their group. 

The Tehran-backed Hezbollah staged a sit-in at a 
mosque in this southern town te pratest what they said was 
an assault Wednesday on Hezbollah member Ahmed Karaki, and 
warned of future retaliation against such actions.

Defense Ministry sources said Karaki was arrested 
after. he refused orders to hand over his unlicensed pistol 
and walkie-talkie during a routine identity and vehicle 
check, then pulled his gun and opened fire an the 
soldiers.

‘Kon Arad 15 missing, but the enemy continues to 
exploit his case to justify the practice of terrorism 
against our prisoners in israeli jails,’* Berjawi said. 

Hrad, a F-4 Fhantom navigator captured in 1986 when 
his plane was shot down over south Lebanon, is the only 
one of the six missing soldiers Israel believes may still 
be alive. 

Hsked whether Hrad was dead or alive, Berjawi said:

Sheik Mohammed Hussein Fadlallah, spiritual guide of 
the Iranian-backed Hezbollah, or Party of God, accused 
Israel of repressing the enclave’s mainly Shiite 
population. 

Addressing the estimated 200,900 Shiites living in the 
occupied sector, which Israel calls its ‘‘security zone, ’’ 
Fadlallah said: *‘‘You should move in a calculated manner 
to stage a calculated popular uprising because Israel has 
exploited popular silence to go ahead with its repressive 
treatment. ’’ 

Fadlallah, whose statement was reported by Beirut 
newspapers and radio stations, said the Shiite Hezbollah’s 
guerrilla war to drive Israel out the occupied zone will 
not be affected by the change of government in Israel. 

He said Hezbollah’s ‘‘mujahedeen,’’ or holy warriors, 
**are ready to strike at the Israeli army, even if it is 
under the command of the Likud Bloc.’’ 

The fundamentalist Hezbollah’s ‘‘resistance has 
succeeded since the occupation began in dealing powerful 
and qualitative strikes against the enemy,’’ he added. 

Israel established the zane in 1985 to protect its 
northern towns from cross-border attacks. It is garrisoned 
by some 1,200 Israeli soldiers and militiamen of the 
2,5@0@-strong Israeli-armed South Lebanon Army. 

Qn June 10, Hezbollah guerrillas killed five Israeli 
soldiers and wounded eight in an ambush in the security 
zone. It was the deadliest attack since a U.S. -brokered 
cease-fire halted a 16-day Israeli bombing blitz in south 
Lebanon in April. 

At least 165 people, mostly Lebanese civilians, were 
killed in that onslaught. 

Israel’s new hard-line prime minister, right-wing 
Likud leader Benjamin Netanyahu, has vowed to retaliate 
for Monday’s ambush. 

The cease-fire understanding prohibits attacks on 
civilian targets on both sides of the border, but does not 
preclude military operations inside the occupied zone. 

Both Israel and Hezbollah have accused each other of 
violating the cease-fire. 

On Thursday, Hezbollah guerrillas clashed with the SLA 
on the edge of the accupied zone, security sources 
reported. No casualties were reported after the guerrillas 
attacked the militiamen with machine guns and 
rocket-propelled grenades. 

Israeli and SLA gunners retaliated by shelling 
suspected guerrilla hideouts in hills and villages facing 
the enclave. No casualties were reported. 

Fadlallah and Hezbollah’s secretary general, Sheik 
Hassan Nasrallah, have issued appeals to the mostly Shiite 
SLA militiamen to defect, promising to guarantee their 
safety if they do so.

While mast civil war militi have lead dawn their arms, 
Hezbellsah still has weapons and uses them in oppesing Israeli 
aecoupatian forces in a harder enclave in sauth Lebanon. 

Its langstanding policy has heen ta seek the elimination cof 
israel. But that poasition appears ta be saftening, toa. 

Hezbollah leaders have dadged questians an whether they will 
continue fighting should Israel withdraw from south Lehanay. 

Defense Minister Mohsen Dalloul, as moderate Shiite, has predicted 
that an Israeli pullout will lead Hezhbolish ta stap fighting snd 
focus an a political campaign against the normalization of ties with 
israel.

The coalition has been weakened by the growing authority of 
Lehanon’s central gavernment and by a shrinking flow of money 
from its cash-strapped sponsor, Iran. 

Many Lebanese also have shown little interest in supporting 
hard-line groups that could again fracture the country after the 
devastatian of the civil war. 

Seeking to retain a role in the nation’s politics, 
Hezbollah, as well as nonviolent Islamic fundamentalist groups, 
has adopted less extreme positions and shown more willingness ta 
work with mainstream parties.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) _ In a sign of growing dispute 
with Hezbollah guerrillas, Prime Minister Rafik Hariri 
Wednesday accused the pro-Iranian group of challenging 
government authority. 

It was Hariri’s harshest criticism of the Shiite 
Muslim militants since signs of friction emerged during a 
16-day Israeli onslaught against Hezbollah last month. 

In biting remarks at a rally Monday, Hezbollah leader 
Sheik Hassan Nasrallah told Hariri to ‘‘correct your 
understanding of the resistance, and correct your 
vocabulary when you speak about the resistance. 

*‘*If your vocabulary does not help you, then take some 
lessons in Arabic composition,’’ Nasrallah said. 

Nasrallah was clearly irritated by recent comments by 
Hariri in which he said Israeli attacks on Lebanon would 
not solve ‘‘the problem of Hezbollah. 

In response to Nasrallah’s remarks, Hariri’s office 
said in a statement Wednesday that ‘*‘*the prime minister 
has affirmed that the Lebanese state does not agree with 
the party’s political platform, literature, showoff 
conduct and its logic of constantly challenging the 
concept of the state. 

*‘*The party’s contacts and political platform tend to 
weaken the role of the state,’’ it said. 

In last month’s Israeli onslaught, warplanes, naval 
gunboats and artillery guns hammered public utilities, 
destroying power stations, road networks and water 
reservoirs. 

Hariri said the attacks undermined his efforts ta 
rebuild Lebanon from the 1975-9@ civil war destruction. 
Israel said the offensive was prompted by Hezbollah 
attacks on northern Israel, and renewed its demand that 
the group be disbanded. 

The Lebanese government regards Hezbollsah’s struggle 
against Israeli troops occupying a border enclave in south 
Lebanon as legitimate resistance. It repeatedly has said 
that Hezbollah would be disarmed once Israeli troops 
withdraw. 

But the government is growing increasingly concerned 
that Hezbollah’s infrastructure eventually may pose a 
challenge to its authority. 

Hezbollah controls some Shiite areas in south Beirut 
and has strong presence in villages in eastern and 
southern Lebanon. 

The group runs its own schools, supermarkets and 
hospitals. It also has a radio station and television 
network. 

Hezbolliah’s social services include free delivery of 
fresh water distribution in the poor Shiite neighborhoods. 

The Hezbollah-Hariri tension came at a time of strain 
in Lebanon’s relations with Iran, Hezbollah’s mentor and 
financial backer. 

Iranian envoys have capitalized on the Israeli 
onslaught to launch a direct humanitarian offensive to 
help their Shiite brethren in the south, irking the 
Lebanese gavernment.

NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) _ Imad Mughniyeh, leader of the 
Shiite Muslim extremists who held most of the Western 
hostages in Lebanon, ranks with Abu Nidal as one of the 
world’s terrorist masterminds. 

Mughniyeh and his zealots have blazed a trail of 
terror across the Middle East for nearly a decade. 

Hundreds of people have been killed in bombings, 
hijackings and assassinations they carried out in a 
rampage bloodier than the atrocities blamed on Abu Nidal, 
the Palestinian radical who has long been one of the 
world’s most wanted terrorists. 

Mughniyeh, 29, was the chief security officer for the 
Iranian-backed Hezbollah, or Party of God, the Lebanese 
fundamentalist faction considered to be the parent 
movement for the Shiite kidnap groups. 

He was the brains behind Islamic Jihad, or Islamic 
Holy War, Hezbollah’s strike arm and believed to be the 
organization behind virtually all the kidnappings of 
Westerners since 1984. 

Mughniyeh’s clan, which comes from south Lebanon, and 
the Hamadi clan from the eastern Bekaa Valley, form the 
core of this terrorist organization. 

Mughniyeh carries an Iranian diplomatic passport and 
is a constant visitor in Tehran, where he stays in a small 
hotel guarded by Iranian security men. 

He travels to the Iranian capital through Syria, 
Iran’s main Arab ally, albeit an increasingly uneasy one. 

Since the last American and British hostages were 
freed in December 1991, Mughniyeh and his family were 
reported toe have moved from Beirut to Tehran, presumably 
for safety in case Western intelligence agencies come 
after them. 

During fighting between pro-Iranian and pro-Syrian 
factions in Lebanon three years ago, the Syrians arrested 
Mughniyeh in Damascus, but released him when Tehran 
intervened. 

His family are all staunch Hezbollah supporters. His 
grandfather was a prominent in the struggle against the 
French, who ruled the Levant under a League of Nations 
mandate from 1921 to 1943. He was a key figure in the 
underground Society of Jebel Amel, the Shiite name for 
south Lebanon. 

Mughniyeh’s father, Fayez, 54, has been a lifelong 
fundamentalist zealot widely feared by his fellow Shiites 
around the family’s home village of Tir Dabba in south 
Lebanon, 8 miles (13 kilometers) east of Tyre. 

Imad Mughniyeh was born there July 12, 1962, according 
to Lebanese civil registration documents. He was the 
eldest of four children born to Fayez and his wife, Amina, 
now 52, following their marriage in 1961. 

Eight years ago, while his men were carrying out a 
wave of bombings against Americans in Lebanon, Mugniyeh 
married his cousin, Saada Badreddin, whose family are also 
staunch anti-Western fundamentalists. 

The couple have a daughter, Fatima, born in 1984, and 
a son, Mustafa, born in 1987. Mughniyeh rarely sees them 
while he wages his clandestine war against the West. 

A high-school dropout, he first took up the gun as a 
teenager when he joined the Palestine Liberation 
Organization in Beirut. 

By all accounts, he was a quick learner, adept with 
firearms and explosives. He is believed to Have later 
joined Force 17, the elite security force in Yasser 
Arafat’s mainstream Fatah movement. 

Much of his childhood was spent in the festering 
Shiite slums of south Beirut. In this pressure-cooker 
environment, Mughniyeh’s commitment to Shiite 
fundamentalism swelled. He made the pilgrimage to Mecca, 
which all Muslims are expected to do once in their lives. 
That earned him the honorific title of ‘‘hajj.’’ 

He left the PLO in 1982, when the Israelis invaded 
Lebanon, and with his younger brother Fuad joined 
Hezbollah, founded by the Iranians as their strike arm in 
a land where they had dreams of creating an Iranian-style 
Islamic republic. 
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With his PLO background, Mughniyeh was soon taken 
under the wing of Sheik Mohammed Hussein Fadlallah, 
Hezbollah’s ‘‘spiritual guide,’’ who put him in charge of 
the party’s ‘‘special apparatus. ’’ 

Mughniyeh’s hatred of the West stems mainly from his 
father. This grew after Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini’s 
Islamic revolution in Iran in 1979 gave sharp focus to 
Muslim anti-Western hostility. The 1982 invasion of 
Lebanon by Israel, considered to be Washington’s regional 
ally, fueled Shiite anger against the Americans. 

But Mughniyeh’s hatred was personalized with the death 
of his brother Jihad, a bodyguard for Hezbollah spiritual 
leader Sheik Mohammed Hussein Fadlallah, Shiite sources 
clase to the family said. 

Jihad was killed along with 74 people in a car bombing 
outside Fadlallah’s home in the Bir el-Abed district of 
south Beirut March 8, 1985. 

Hezbollah blamed the U.S. Central Intelligence Agency. 
The attack was reputedly carried out by a Lebanese 
counter-terrorism team formed by the CIA in Beirut. 

The Mughniyehs and Hamadis organized the suicide truck 
bombings against U.S. Marines and French paratroopers in 
Beirut in October 1983. Three hundred men were killed. 

With Iranian and Syrian support, they also bombed U.S. 
embassy buildings in Beirut twice in 1983 and 1984, 
killing 72 people, including the CIA’s then top Middle 
East expert, Robert Ames, and several of his aides. 

Mughniyeh’s activists and the Hamadis, using various 
cover names like Holy Warriors for Freedom and 
Organization of the Oppressed on Earth, have kidnapped at 
least 5@ Americans, Frenchmen, Britons, Germans and other 

ereigners in Lebanon since 1984 and hijacked at least 
four airliners. 

In 1987, during fighting in Beirut, Mughniyeh moved 
some of the hostages to his parents’ home in Tir Dibba for 
safekeeping, Shiites sources close to the family told The 
Associated Press. 

Several blindfolded Westerners were driven from Beirut 
to Tir Dibba, which has a population of around 1,900, the 
sources said. 

The captives, roped together by their wrists, were 
seen being herded into the two-story house by a group of 
heavily armed men. 

The sources said cartons of cigarettes, large amounts 
of chicken and other food were carried in every day for 
the hostages and their guards. Armed men patrolled the 
roof day and night until the hostages were moved out. 

While the kidnappings were not necessarily carried out 
on orders from Tehran, they benefitted the Iranians. 

They got secret shipments of U.S. weapons in 1985-86 
in return for releasing hostages and France repaid a dirs 
1 billion loan made by the late shah. The kidnappers are 
believed to have been paid millions of dollars to release 
captives. 

Informed sources in Beirut said Mughniyeh personally 
kidnapped Terry Waite, the Church of England envoy 
mediating to free American hostages, Jan.20, 1987. 

The sources said Waite was lured to a rendezvous 
without his Druse Muslim bodyguards at a Shiite 
physician’s house in west Beirut. After he was seized, he 
is believed to have been spirited away hidden in the back 
of a garbage truck. 

Mughniyeh suspected that Waite was a CIA plant and was 
also bitter that the British negotiator had failed to 
secure the release of 17 pro-Iranian extremists imprisoned 
in Kuwait for December 1983 bombings in the northern Gulf 
emirate in which six people were killed. 

Freeing the 17 was the central demand of Islamic 
Jihad, which kidnapped CIA station chief William Buckley, 
the Rev. Benjamin Weir, Associated Press Correspondent 
Terry Anderson and other Americans in 1985. 

Two of the 17 were freed in February 1989 after 
serving their five-year sentences. The others, including 
Mughniyeh’s cousin and brother-in-law, Mustapha Youssef 
Badreddin, were freed when Iraq invaded Kuwait last 
August. 

Badreddin is a senior figure in an Iranian-backed 
Iraqi Shiite terrorist group called ad-Dawa Islami, or 
Islamic Call. 

According to Lebanese sources, Muhniyeh also has links 
with Abu Nidal’s group through a Palestinian, a senior 
figure in that group who is related to the Islamic Jihad 
chieftain by marriage. 

Before Saddam Hussein’s 1990 invasion of Kuwait, the 
emirate repeatedly refused to free the men and on May 25, 
1985, Islamic Jihad claimed responsibility for the 
attempted assassination of the emir of Kuwait, Sheik Jaber 
al-Ahmed al-Sabah. 


A Shiite suicide bomber rammed a car loaded with 
explosives into the emir’s motorcade, killing two 
bodyguards as well as himself. 

Mughniyeh and Mohammad Ali Hamadi were named, along 
with two other Lebanese Shiites, by U.S. authorities as 
the hijackers of a TWA airliner seized in June 1985. 

Mughniyeh is believed to have organized the TWA 
hijacking, as well as the seizure of a Kuwait Airways 
jumbo jet Dec. 4, 1987, and another Kuwaiti airliner in 
April 1988. 

During the 1988 hijack, the sky pirates ordered the 
jumbo jet flown to Larnaca, Cyprus, and British military 
sources on the Mediterranean island said intercepts of 
radio traffic to and from the jetliner indicated that at 
least one of the four TWA suspects was aboard the Kuwaiti 
aircraft. 

Mughniyeh has been tagged by Western Intelligence 
agencies for years. But his organization, based on a 
tight-knit clan structure, is almost impossible to 
penetrate. 

Islamic Jihad exists in the rabbit-warren Shiite slums 
of south Beirut and the village network in 
Shiite-dominated south Lebanon, where strangers are 
quickly spotted, making attempts to rescue hostages 
virtually impossible. 

Mughniyeh, sources say, always carries two or three 
handguns and is usually protected by heavily armed 
bodyguards when he moves around. 

U.S. officials said the CIA floated a plan in 1985 to 
abduct Mughniyeh after they got a tip he was in France. 

But the idea was dropped because the French were at 
that time negotiating to free their citizens held in 
Lebanon and Washington did not want to damage relations 
with Paris. The risk that his capture might cause harm to 
the hostages was also a factor. 

But Mughniyeh’s cohorts have not been so lucky. 

Mohammed Ali Hamadi, named by U.S. authorities as one 
of the TWA hijackers, was arrested at Frankfurt airport 
Jan. 13, 1987, trying to smuggle liquid methyl nitrate 
explosives hidden in wine bottles into Germany, apparently 
for bombings in Europe. 

Hamadi was sentenced to life imprisonment in May 1987 
for the TWA hijacking and the slaying of a U.S. Navy diver 
on the plane. 

In retaliation, his brothers kidnapped two Germans, 
Rudolf Cordes and Alfred Schmidt, in west Beirut seeking 
to trade them for Mohammad Ali, or at least prevent his 
extradition to the United States. 

Qne brother, Abbas, was himself arrested in Frankfurt 
in January 1987 on charges of kidnapping the Germans. He 
was later sentenced to 13 years’ imprisonment. 

The Hamadis’ older brother, Abdul-Hadi, 27, heads 
Hezbollah’s Beirut security apparatus and works closely 
with Mughniyeh. 

The arrest of the Hamadis, both members of Hezbollah, 
triggered another hijacking. 

Hussein Hariri, a 21-year-old Lebanese Shiite, 
commandeered an Air Afrique airliner July 24, 1987, toa 
Zurich, demanding the Hamadis’ release. Hariri was 
everwhelmed by the crew after he shot dead a French 
passenger. 
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“Hezbollah Reburies Dead Guerrillas Returned By Israel<

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) _ A sea of mourners vowing vengeance 
Tuesday reburied the corpses of 123 Hezbollah guerrillas swapped 
for the remains of two Israeli soldiers. 

Chants of ‘‘go to paradise’’ and ‘‘the blood of the martyrs 
will be avenged’’ rang out from tens of thousands of mourners 
walking with clenched fists behind coffins draped in Hezbollah’s 
yellow-and-green flags. 

Weeping women in black chadors waved white handkerchiefs from 
rooftops and balconies as the procession passed through the 
streets of Beirut, east Lebanon’s ancient town of Baalbek and 
the southern port of Sidon. 

The victims were killed in guerrilla attacks on a south 
Lebanon enclave Israel has occupied for the past 10 years. Their 
remains, exhumed from a northern Israeli cemetery, were returned 
to Lebanon on Sunday. 

Israel also released 45 pro-Hezbollah Lebanese prisoners in 
exchange for the skeletons of privates Rahamim Alsheikh and 
American-born Yosef Fink, who died after their capture by 
Hezbollah guerillas in a south Lebanon 1986 ambush. 

They were given a Jewish burial Monday in back-to-back 
funerals attended by thousands of mourners and Israeli Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netanyahu in Jerusalem. 

Netanyahu, who attended both funerals, said he hoped peace 
would bring an end to the pain caused by war. 

*“*We will strive for true peace, so that there will be no 
more mourning parents,’’ he said. 

But Hezbollah’s leader Sheik Hassan Nasrallah struck a 
belligerent note in his eulogy of his group’s dead members in 
Beirut on Tuesday. 

*“*We shall continue to attack and fight,’’ Nasrallah said. 
*“*Our glorious holy war will rage on without letup to expel the 
Israeli occupier from our land. There shall be no de-escalation 
as a result of the swap operation,’’ he said. 

Islam’s battle cry of ‘*‘Allahu Akbar,’’ or God is Great, 
reverberated through the crowd when Nasrallah said: 

*“*I vow, before you all, that we shall take revenge for our 
martyrs. Let the enemy realize that every one of our martyrs is 
more valuable than all the Jews alive.’’ 

Sixty-four coffins, bedecked with red and white roses, were 
then raised on outstretched palms and borne from the courtyard 
of the Great Prophet mosque in south Beirut to their graves in a 
suburban cemetery. 

Each wooden casket, doused with chemicals to quell the stench 
of death, was carried by six black-dressed comrades who marched 
in unison with somber drumbeats for the burial, according toa 
Shiite Muslim religious rites. 

Forty-seven others were buried in Sidon and 12 in Baalbek. 

German Chancellor Helmut Kohl’s top intelligence adviser, 
Bernd Schmidbaver, negotiated the exchange in three months of 
secret negotiations in the Middle East. 

Schmidbauer said upon his return to Frankfurt Monday night 
that he believed an Israeli airman captured by Islamic militants 
in Lebanon nine years ago was still alive. ; 

He expressed hope that more prisoner and body exchanges would 
be arranged through Germany, including the release of Capt. Ron 
Arad, the missing Israeli navigator. 

Arad’s F-4 Phantom jet was shot down during an air raid on 
Sidon on Oct. 16, 1986. Israel believes he is alive and in 
Iranian hands. Iran denies holding him. 

Nasrallah has said that during the recent negotiations that 
led to Sunday’s swap, he promised Schmidbauver his group would 
search for and seek information about Arad.

HOUMTIN FAWQAH, Lebanon (AF) — In its battle to drive Israel 
from south Lebanon, Hezbollah’s main weapons have been the 
roadside bomb and the assault rifle. Now the guerrilla group has 
added medicine, school books and barygain-priced food to its 
arsenal. 

Trying to broaden its political influence, the ITranian~backed 
Shiite Muslim movement is providing social services to the poor 
. its main constituents — and trying to better their lives 
through its members in Lebanon’s Farliament. 

The yroup’s aid goes mostly into its strongholds, villages in 
southern and eastern Lebanon and the Beirut slums, where 
Hezbollah is thought of not as the terrorist group the West says 
it is but as protector and provider. 

““While we have been neglected by the yovernment, Hezbollah 
gives us financial aid to help us enroll our children in schools 
and get medical treatment,?? said Wahab Hejazi. 

His home in this Shiite village is 18 kilometers (11 miles) 
from Israel*’s border, but it sits below a hilltop observation 
post of the occupied zone that Israel maintains across southern 
Lebanon. 

Feople like the S8&-year-old Hejazi are the backbone of 
Hezhbollah’s power. He works for one of the group’s social 
institutions. His son, Ali, 24, was killed fighting the 
Israelis. He has three more sons fighting for Hezbollah. 

Hezbollah, or the Party of God, was founded in 1982 during 
L@ebanon’s civil war to confront Israel’s invasion and champion 
Shiite rights. Its focus was on the battlefield and establishing 
an Iranian-style Islamic state in Lebanon. 

Fighting Israel remains Hezbollah’s priority. With the 
backing of Syria, which virtually controls Lebanon, the movement 
has about 3,000 fighters. It has killed more than 170 Israeli 
soldiers in south Lebanon since 1985, and repeated attacks by 
Israel have failed to stop the guerrillas. 

But with Lebanon’s civil war over for six years and an 
Islamic state seemingly a remote possibility | many Muslims 
resist the idea, as does the Christian minority | Hezbollah has 
turned to politics and social assistance. 

The move is pragmatic: it’s designed to expand the group’s 
political power and, in the event of peace with Israel, ensure 
its survival. 

The group wants to dismantle Lebanon’s sectarian political 
system — in which quotas dictate how many Christians and Muslims 
yet government jobs — but has not demanded Islamic laws such as 
banning alcohol and coed school classes. 

““We have become convinced that the Lebanese people da not 
want an Islamic republic, and that this system cannot be 
enforced amid sectarian diversity,’”’ Hussein Hajj Hassan, a 
Hezbollah legislator, said.

The movement also owns eight schools and runs stores in 
Shiite areas that sell food at discount prices. Its welfare 
system includes operating clinics in remote villages, supplying 
drinking water to Beirut’s Shiite slums, repairing war-damayged 
houses and compensating the families of the 1,100 querrillas 
Killed fighting Israel since 1982. 
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Among those getting benefits are Wahab Hejazi’s grandsons, 
Raed, 4, and Ali, #2 | the children of his slain son. 

Sipping black Arabic coffee, Ali’s @5-year-old widow Nawal 
Yowed to raise her children to become fighters for Hezbollah. 

Her father-in-law nodded in agreement. 

““Battling the Israeli enemy is an act of jihad Choly war) 
ardered by God,’?*? Wahab Hejazi said, a portrait of his dead son 
hanging on a wall behind him. 

Despite Hezbollah’s fight against Israel and its social 
programs, its influence remains limited. It controls only 11 
seats in the 1le&-member Farliament, which is half-Muslim and 
half-Christian. 

Hezbollah’s effort to develop a gentler image also has not 
convinced everyone. 

Western nations accuse Hezbollah of training foreign 
terrorists to further the schemes of Shiite-ruled Iran. The 
United States says Iran supplies Hezbollah with millions of 
dollars and hundreds of katyusha rockets to fire on Israel.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AF). The leader of the guerrilla group 
Hezbollah said in remarks published Saturday that he may have 
been the target of an Israeli commando raid that never took 
place because the troops were killed in a crash. 

Two Israeli helicopters, carrying 65 soldiers and eight 
airmen, collided while en route for military duty in Lebanon 
Tuesday. There were no survivors from the crash, which occurred 
just south of the international Israeli-Lebanese border. 

‘““There is no doubt that the Israelis were planning an 
AWYTeSSive action against the resistance and Hezbollah,’? Sheik 
Hassan Nasrallah, secretary-general of the Iranian~backed 
Hezbollah, told Beirut’s pro-Syrian newspaper Ash~Sharq,.

Nasrallah did not explain how he came to suspect that an 
Israeli attack on him or other Hezbollah targets was possible.

Hezbollah has described the crash as “‘divine justice’? and 
the Lebanese government said Israel should draw *“*‘a lesson’? and 
end its occupation of a border enclave in southern Lebanon. 

Another Beirut newspaper, Al~-Liwa, reported Saturday that the 
Israelis aboard the two helicopters had plarned to kidnap or 
assassinate Grand Ayatollah Nohammed Hussein Fadlallah, 
apiritual guide of Hezbollah, and other commanders of the ygroup. 

Several Lebanese leaders have claimed that the Israelis were 
on their way to mount a commando raid in Lebanon, but Israel 
said they were on a rotation trip.

In August 1949, Israeli commandos kidnapped Hezbollah leader 
Sheik Abdul Karim Obeid from his home in south Lebanon. In 1992, 
Israeli jets killed Hezbollah’s Secretary-General, Sheik Abbas 
Musawi, firing rockets at his car, also in south Lebanon. 

In Play 1994, Israeli commandos kidnapped Mustafa Dirani, head 
of the pro-Tranian Believers Resistance Group, from his home in 
eastern Lebanon's Bekaa Valley. Obeid and Ditrani are still held 
by the Israelis.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AFP) — The leader of the Iranian~backed 
Hezbollah said Sunday he was confident Israel would be driven 
out of southern Lebanon because the guerrillas have a weapon the 
Israelis can’t match _— suicide operations. 

‘““The Israelis have very big military capabilities,’’ said 
Sheik Hassan Nasrallah, secretary-general of the Hezbollah 


militia. ‘*‘They are receiving military, technical, logistic and 
other support from the United States.’’ 
But he added: ‘*‘We are superior in faith, will, courage and 


the love of martyrdom.’’ 

Nasrallah made the comments in an interview with The 
Associated Press and AP-TY. 

The Shiite Muslim Hezbollah, or Party of God, has pledged to 
drive Israel out of the enclave it has occupied in southern 
Lebanon since 1985. 

Even Israel’s hard-line prime minister, Benjamin Netanyahu, 
has acknowledged Hezbollah’s persistence. In a March 1@ letter 
to Jordan’s King Hussein, Netanyahu referred to the 
““devastating mini-war taking a heavy toll in Lebanon.’’ 

The Israelis have deployed fighter jets, helicopter gunships 
and other hi-tech weaponry. In addition to 1,5@@ Israeli troops 
and £,5@@ Lebanese militia allies on the ground in the South, 
they send special commande units into the area against 
Hezbollah. 

Hezbollah _— with an estimated 3,@@@ fighters | has countered 
with suicide bombings, remote~controlled roadside bombs and 
direct attacks on Israeli forces. The guerrillas from time to 
time have fired rockets at northern Israel. 

The guerrillas have killed more than 17@ Israeli soldiers in 
the South since 1945, when Israel set up the “‘security zone’? 
with the announced aim of protecting its northern communities 
from cross-border guerrilla raids. 

““Do the Israelis have a great number of men who are ready 
for martyrdom operations to achieve the sacred goals they 
believe in?’? Nasrallah asked rhetorically. 

““We have,’’ he added. ‘‘And this is the prime advantage 
which makes us optimistic and gives us great hope of victory in 
the future.’’ 

The interview was conducted amid tight security in 
Shiite-poepulated south Beirut, a Hezbollah stronghold. 

Nearly one year ago, Israel launched an aerial, naval and 
artillery offensive against Hezbollah, including air raids on 
south Beirut, but failed to tame the group. More than 175 people 
were killed, most of them Lebanese civilians, in the April 11-27 
blita2. 

Nasrallah said Sunday he could not rule out another such 
Israeli campaign, which he suggested would be an effort by 
Netanyahu to draw attention away from the hard-line policy his 
government has taken toward the Palestinians. 

‘“‘There are clear fears that Netanyahu might find himself 
concerned about trying to escape forward, and the arena would be 
Lebanon, ’? Nasrallah said. 

Netanyahu left Sunday for the United States for talks with 
President Clinton. The Americans are trying to restart 
Israel-Falestinian negotiations, which broke down after Israel's 
decision last month to build 6,38@ homes for Jews in Arab east 
Jerusalem. 

israel has long accused Iran of providing Hezbollah with 
weapons.

Sheik Hassan Nasrallah’s comments were the closest he has come to 
addressing Israeli fears that an Israeli troop withdrawal from 
southern Lebanon would bring the guerrilla threat closer to the 
border. 

His remarks coincided with increasing talk of an Israeli 
withdrawal, including U.N. Secretary-General Kofi Annan’s 
discussions with Lebanese leaders in Beirut. 

““It is a matter for the (Lebanese) authorities whether to send 
their forces, be it the army or the Internal Security Forces. They 
are welcome,’’ Nasrallah said in an interview with the Voice of 
Lebanon radio station. 

“Hezbollah will not exercise any security authority or role of 
this kind in the areas that the occupiers leave,’’ the Shiite Muslim 
clergyman said. 

Hezbollah, or Party of God, has been fighting 1,500 Israeli 
soldiers and £,500 allied militiamen of the South Lebanon Army in 
the enclave. 

Israel first invaded Lebanon in 1978 to push back Palestinian 
guerrillas, then returned in 1982 to again rout the Palestinians, 
only to bog down in battles with Lebanese guerrillas — primarily the 
Tranian~backed Hezbollah. Israel’s self-described ‘“*security zone’? 
in southern Lebanon expanded to nearly one-tenth of the country. 

Hezbollah had long refused to say what it would do if the 
Israelis leave Lebanon. But recently the querrilla group said it 
would not oppose a Lebanese army deployment in the border zone if 
the Israelis leave. 

Risa an Saturday, a Sudanese newspaper quoted Nasrallah as saying 
his fighters would not become a ‘‘border guard’’ for Israel. 

“No one in Lebanon is concerned with giving guarantees to the 
enemy, because no one in Lebanon will accept that the Lebanese 
people or the Lebanese army be a guard for the borders of an 
aggressor state,’’ Sudan’s Al-Anbaa newspaper quoted Nasrallah as 
saying. 

The Hezbollah leader also said Israel’s army must leave Lebanon 
without prior conditions, according to Al-Anbaa. 

Israel recently offered a conditional withdrawal from Lebanon. It 
demanded the disarmament of Hezbollah and security arrangements to 
protect northern Israeli towns from cross-border attacks. 

Israel also seeks guarantees of protection for Lebanese 
militiamen who have been armed and trained by Israel in the border 
zone. 

Lebanon and Syria, the main power broker in Lebanon, have 
rejected the Israeli offer. They demanded an unconditional Israeli 
withdrawal. 

In the interview with Voice of Lebanon, Nasrallah repeated an 
offer of amnesty to Israeli-allied militiamen who surrender before 
an Israeli withdrawal takes place. 

Beirut has been prosecuting members of the SLA militia as 
traitors.

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“Hezbollah denies reports of arrests in Jordan< 

BETRUT, Lebanon (AP) —§ A Lebanese guerrilla group on Tuesday 
denied reports that its members had been arrested in Jordan on 
charges of planning to carry out attacks. 

‘This is not true,’’ a spokesman for the Iranian~-backed 
Hezbollah said in Beirut. 

The report, which appeared Monday in a Jordanian newspaper, said 
Jordanian security officials had arrested armed members of an 
Tranian-backed Muslim group, affiliated with Hezbollah, who were 
plotting to attack American and Israeli targets in Jordan. 

Al-Bilad weekly said the militants had infiltrated into Jordan 
from Syria. But it did not say when they were arrested or how many 
people were involved. 

On Tuesday, the London-based Asharq al-Awsat newspaper carried a 
similar report. 

*““Hezbollah does not need to send any group to Jordan,’’ said the 
spokesman, who requested anonymity. 

“I think that the war theater in the (Israeli) occupied zone fin 
south Lebanon) is sufficient. We do not need to carry out attacks 
outside the occupied territory,’? he added. 

Hezbollah, or the Party of God, has been fighting to drive 
Israeli troops and their local militia allies from an 
Israeli-eccupied zone in southern Lebanon. Israel has occupied the 
zone since 1985 to protect its northern territory from cross-border 
attack by guerrillas. 

The spokesman said the report was an attempt by the Jordanian 
government to justify internal security measures and a ban on 
demonstrations protesting against a threatened U.S. attack on Iraq.

Three soldiers and a bystander alsa died and dozens were 
wounded in the fighting. which erupted Friday evening and ended 
Saturday. 

About 3,@@@ Shiites, including 5@ cleraymen, took part in 
Tleaiss’ funeral amid tight army security. 

His bady was driven in an ambulance from Baalbek where 
many shons remained closed to his native tawn of Brital for 
hurial. A lang convoy of cars follawed. 

Supporters shauted slogans denouncing Hezbollah’s moderate 
leader, Sheik Hassan Nasrallah. They also shouted against 
Hezbollah’s patron, Iran, and Lebanese leaders. 

Trooos searched vehicles outside Brital and banned 
journalists from entering the town to caver the funeral. 

Tlaiss, Tufeili’s top aide, was expelled from Hezbollah a 
week aga. He was the gqroun’s representative in Parliament from 
1992 toa 1996. 

A dispute between Tufeili and Hezbollah’s leadershin 
intensified Friday when Tufeili’s followers accupied a 
Hezhbollah-run Shiite seminary in Baalbek, 85 kilometers (53 
miles) nertheast of the canital Beirut. 

The army intervened after efforts failed to end the dispute 
neacetfully. 

In the ensuing battles, the army drove Tufeili out of his 
Baalbek stranghold and canfined him to his nearby hometown of 
Briteal, where he has holed up with supporters for a last stand. 

The canfrontatiaon has split the 1.2 million Shiite 
community, Lebanan’s largest sect, as well as the 
Iranian-backed Hezbollah greun, which is leading a guerrilla 
war against Israeli forces in southern Lebanon. 

Hezbollah, aor the Party af God, has stayed aut of the 
fighting. Qn Saturday called for Brital to be spared, 
indicating that it did not support ea military showdown in the 
town, which has a population of about 15, 400. 

Grand Ayatollah Mohammed Hussein Fadlallah, spiritual quide 
of Shiite militants in Lebanon, uraqed restraint and warned of 
dire cansequences at a time when Israel continues ta occupy 
garts of sauthern Lebanon. Fadlallah has maintained aqood 
relations with the Hezbollah leadership and Tufeili. 

Tufeili was the secretary-gqeneral af Hezbollah in the 
mid-198@s., when Shiite extremists linked ta the group kidnapped 
Westerners in Lehanan. 

Tufeili has for months staged a civil disohedience campaign 
against the gqavernment and demanded that Lebanese authorities 
imorave the lives of peaple in the impoverished region. 

But his frequent challenges ta the law have irritated even 
these wha backed his cause and promnated Hezbollah to expel him 
from the qroup on Jan. 24. 

Prime Minister Rafik Hariri, in the first government 
reaction to the fighting. said that authorities have been more 
than patient with Tufeili’s rebellion. 

**He (Tufeili) has been breaking the law for some time. ... 
He is 1@@ percent responsible for what happnened,’’ Hariri told 
reporters during a visit ta Paris. His comments were carried 
Sunday on Lebanese television. . 

The Military Prasecutor’s office on Saturday issued a 
warrant for Tufeili’s arrest for ‘‘ferming an armed gang and 
threatening national security. ’’ 

Syria, the main power broker in Lebanon which maintains a 
large military garrison in the Bekaa, has remained neutral. 

A senior Iranian official was expected in Syria and Lebanon 
this week. Although the visit by Ali Akbar Nateaq-Nouri,. speaker 
ef the Iranian Parliament, was scheduled before the fighting 
erupted, the conflaqration was certain to be a subject of his 
discussions with Syrian and Lebanese leaders. 
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“Hezbollah dismisses former top leader who backed anti-government 
protests ¢ 

BETRUT, Lebanon (AP) — The Iranian-backed Hezbollah said Saturday 
it has expelled a former leader of the group who has been leading 
anti-government demonstrations to protest economic hardships. 

Hezbollah accused Sheik Sobhi Tufeili, its former 
secretary-neneral, of stirring up strife and harming the guerrilla 
group's fight against Israeli forces in southern Lebanon. 

Tufeili, a radical Shiite cleric, launched a movement last year 
to press the novernment to improve conditions in the impoverished 
Bekaa renion of eastern Lebanon. 

He has led thousands of supporters in anti-government 
demonstrations, demanding better living standards. 

“*“Since Sheik Tufeili launched his own movement ... several 
months ago, he has, in practice, decided to leave our march,’’ a 
Hezbollah statement said. 

Tufeili said he had no knowledge of the statement. 

“*“T will not comment on this statement which, for me, has no 
significance,’*® he said. *‘My march will go on.?? 

Tufeili’s complaints —§ especially that high prices are making 
even necessities unaffordable —§ echo those of other Lebanese, who 
say that living conditions are deterioratiny despite the 
government’s postwar reconstruction program. 

Tufeili, who is from the Bekaa, enjoys wide popularity in the 
region. He was the leader of Hezbollah when Shiite extremists 
kidnapped Western hostages in Lebanon in the mid-19860s. 

The current Hezbollah leadership has opposed Tufeili’s latest 
actions as futile. Hezbollah said it also opposed Tufeili’s call for 
civil disobedience, such as withholding taxes and utility payments 
to force the government to improve economic conditions. 

The Hezbollah statement also criticized Tufeili’s insistence on 
staging his own rally in Baalbek on Friday in the same place where 
Hezbollah holds a rally every year to protest Israel's seizure of 
east Jerusalem in 1967. 

“*Sheik Tufeili is no longer a member of our continuing march,’’ 
the statement said.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) _ The Hezbollah guerrilla group said Monday 
it infiltrated Israel’s Mossad intelligence agency by operating a 
double agent who fed Israel disinformation about the group for more 
than a year. 

At a news conference in south Beirut, the Iranian-backed group 
presented a bearded man named Mousa Zein, 29, who told reporters he 
worked with Mossad under the alias Albert Pylos, and returned to 
Lebanon eight months ago. 

The Israeli army denied knowledge of any such infiltration. If 
true, it would be another blow to the famed Israeli agency whose 
agents botched a mission to assassinate a Palestinian militant in 
Jordan in September. 

Nayef Koraim, Hezbollah’s chief spokesman, told the news 


conference that Zein ‘‘successfully carried out wide disinformation 
operations for some time.’’ 
He hailed the infiltration as *‘one of Hezbollah’s most important 


security victories against the Zionist enemy.’’ 

Zein said he was captured by Israeli troops and their local 
allied militiamen on the edge of the Israeli-occupied border enclave 
in southern Lebanon in July 1992 and spent the next three years in 
an Israeli prison. 

Under torture and psychological pressure, Zein said he gave the 
Israelis *‘some minor information’’ that would not have harmed 
Hezbollah interests. 

Later, he said, he agreed to work for Mossad as an agent. He said 
he was given training, an Israeli passport and sent to Southeast 
Asia and Europe ‘‘under the supervision of the Israeli Embassy and 
two Mossad officers.’’ 

But he claimed he remained in contact with Hezbollah during his 
travels, and assured the leadership that he was still faithful. 

They, in turn, passed on misleading information to be fed to the 
Israelis. 

Zein said he also misled the Israelis into believing that he had 
been a bodyguard of Hezbollah chief Abbas Musawi, who was killed in 
an Israeli helicopter gunship attack in southern Lebanon in February 
1992. 

Zein offered no specific examples of the information he had 
passed on, or give details of his work. But Koraim, the Hezbollah 
spokesman, said Zein was providing the Israelis with information on 
alleged Hezbollah operatives in Europe. 

Zein claimed that he met with some Hezbollah members in Europe 
and they helped bring him back to Beirut eight months ago. 

Even then, he claimed, he continued telephone contacts with 
Israeli officers under Hezbollah supervision. Koraim said Hezbollah 
decided to reveal his true identity now because his mission had 
served its purpose. 

He said Zein’s operations were not linked with the arrest of a 
German man in Israel last month as a suspected Hezbollah agent. who 
planned a suicide attack in the Jewish state. 

The German man in ksraeli custody, Stephan Josef Smyrek, 26, was 
indicted in court last week on charges of membership in a terrorist 
organization and conspiring to assist Israel’s enemies. 

Hezbollah has denied that Smyrek had worked for the group. 
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“Detained German’s mother: He was a ‘lonely dreamer’ ¢ 
TEL AVIV, Israel (AP) — The mother of a 26-year-old German 
accused of planning a suicide bombing in Israel said in an 
interview published Sunday that her son is ‘‘a lonely dreamer’’ 
who became despondent after his Egyptian girlfriend dumped hin. 
‘This boy was always getting into trouble,’’ a tearful Karen 
Wicks said of Stephan Josef Smyrek, held in Israel since Nov. 
28. “‘T'm a regular woman... and suddenly I’m the mother of a 
suicide terrorist,’*’ she told the Yediot Ahronot daily. 
On Friday Yediot reported that Smyrek belonged to a unit of 
would-be assailants recruited in Europe by the Islamic militant 
group Hezbollah. The unit was established two years ago to 
reeruit people with a European appearance for attacks in Israel, 
it said. 
The Lebanese group has denied recruiting Smyrek, however. 
Smyrek was born a Catholic in Detmold in northwest Germany; 
his parents divorced in 1978 and his mother remarried in 
England, where Smyrek attended a boarding school a few years 
later. 
He served four years in the German army, then worked in a 
pizzeria run by ethnic Turks, where he became acquainted with 
Islam and converted, his mother said. 
Mrs. Wicks, who still lives in England, visited Smyrek’s 
studio apartment in Braunschweig, Germany last year. She 
described her surprise at his living conditions _— ‘‘a spartan 
room with a bed, a little TV, a few clothes and a prayer rug.?? 
He asked his mother to call him *‘Abdel Kareem’’ but she 
refused, saying: *‘*You’1l always be Stephan to me.7? 
She recalled he “‘seemed very strange,’’ discussing Jewish 
and Christian conspiracies against Islam and advising her to 
read the Koran, the Muslim holy book, ‘‘to understand what he 
means. 7? 
Mrs. Wicks said her son dated a girl of Egyptian descent, but 
they broke up recently at the insistence of her father, who 
disapproved of him because he was not Egyptian, Mrs. Wicks said. 
After that he called her up and announced: ‘“‘Allah has shown 
me the way. Now I know what to do.7? 
““If I had realized what he was thinking of, that he joined 
Hezbollah, I would have done everything to stop him,’’ Mrs. 
Wicks said. 
According to the indictment handed in Tel Aviv Thursday, 
Smyrek traveled to Lebanon in August to train in the use of 
light arms, explosives and other weapons. Three months later he 
came to Israel via Amsterdam, equipped with a video camera, a 
map of Israel and dirs 4, @@@ from Hezbollah. 
Israel was reportedly tipped off by Interpol, and Smyrek was 
arrested and charged with plotting a suicide attack. 
Defense attorney Daniel Assan said the case was weak and that 
Smyrek was held in solitary confinement for three weeks without 
being allowed to contact a lawyer or the German Embassy.

BETRUT, Lebanon (AFP) Muslim guerrillas waging a war of 
attritian against Israel in southern Lebanon marked ** Jerusalem 
Day?? with military parades and calls for a holy war to regain 
the city. 

Thousands of followers of the Iranian-backed Hezbollah 
guerrilla group marched in strongholds in south Beirut, eastern 
Lebanon’s Kekaa Valley and southern Lebanon. 

Iran’s late spiritual leader, Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini, 
decreed in 1981 that Muslims should hold a day of solidarity to 
protest Israel’s 1967 seizure of the Arab sector of Jerusalem, 
which is regarded as holy by Muslims, Christians and Jews. 

It is observed annually on the last Friday of Islam’s fasting 
nonth of Ramadan, 

In Tehran, hundreds of thousands of Iranians rallied to mark 
the occasion. 

In Beirut, children clad in military camouflage carried toy 
guns and bearded guerrillas on cross-country motorcycles saluted 
the crowd. A squad of suicide bombers with explosives strapped 
to their chests marched over a U.S. and an Israeli flag painted 
on a street in a Shiite district of south Beirut. 

Apparently heeding a government ban on the public display of 
weapons outside of southern Lebanon, the guerrillas showed off 
makeshift rocket launchers made from cardboard. An armored 
vehicle made from wood boards with an Israeli star of David 
splashed with blood was on display. 

The crowd chanted *“*Death to Israel’? and “‘Death toa 
America. ?? 

Guerrillas gloated over the deaths of 73 Israeli soldiers 
after two military helicopters crashed en route to Lebanon. 

“*The fate of Israeli leaders will be similar to the fate of 
their soldiers who were killed while on their way to commit more 
crimes against our people in Lebanon,?’ said Ramadan Abdullah, 
secretary-general of the Muslim militant group Islamic Jihad in 
Malestine. 

The accident has sparked calls in Israel to reconsider its 
lé-year~ald occupation of a border enclave in southern Lebanon. 

The air accident “will increase feelings of despair and 
demoralization Camong Israelis) and will lead them once again to 
question the price of their troops’? presence in south Lebanon, ’??

“Report: Hezbollah met French envoy on Algerian insurgency ¢ 

PARTS (AP) — A French newsmagazine reported Saturday that a 
French envoy met with the head of the Hezbollah guerrillas in 
Lebanon and got help in trying to avoid attacks by Algerian 
militants. 

The unidentified *‘French emissary’’ met with Sheik Hassan 
Nasrallah, secretary general of the Iranian~backed Hezbollah, 
the conservative magazine Le Point said in the brief report. 

Without giving its sources, it quoted Nasrallah as saying: 
‘““We had messages passed to the Algerian Armed Islamic Group 
asking it not to attack French interests.’’ 

The Algerian group, known by its French initials GIA, has 
claimed responsibility for bombings in France as well as attacks 
in Algeria, a former French colony led by a military~-backed 
government. 

A French Foreign Ministry spokesman said he had ‘‘no 
information’? on the report or on whether French officials had 
met with Hezbollah officials in the past. 

In Beirut, Hezbollah officials were not immediately available 
to comment on the report. 

If confirmed, the report would raise questions about what 
links France may have with the Hezbollah and what ties the 
Hezbollah may have with the GIA.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) _ A son of the leader of Lebanon’s largest 
guerrilla group has been killed fighting Israeli forces in southern 
Lebanon, and the Israelis have his body, the group said Saturday. 

Sheik Hassan Nasrallah, secretary-general of the Iranian-backed 
Hezbollah, said he was proud that his eldest son, Hadi, 18, had been 
killed in Friday’s clash with Israeli troops. 

‘I thank God and praise Him for His ultimate grace and kindness 
by choosing a martyr from my family,’’ he told a rally of 2,000 
Hezbollah supporters Saturday night in south Beirut. 

Hezbollah is the largest and the most powerful of the guerrilla 
groups trying to oust Israeli troops and allied militiamen from the 
zone they occupy in southern Lebanon. 

Earlier Saturday, the Hezbollah office in Beirut said that one of 
its four guerrillas listed as missing after Friday’s clash on the 
edge of the Israeli-occupied zone had returned to base. 

The militant had reported that two of his comrades, including 
Hadi Nasrallah, had been killed and a third was missing. 

Hadi had been identified from video tape of the bodies lying ina 
hospital in Marjayoun, the main town in the Israeli-occupied zone, 
Hezbollah said. 

In Jerusalem, an Israeli army spokesman declined to comment on 
the report. 

Israeli and Hezbollah leaders have both indicated they are 
interested in exchanging the body parts of an Israeli soldier with 
the Hezbollah guerrillas held in Israeli custody. An official of the 
International Committee of the Red Cross has begun talking to the 
parties about such a swap. 

The body parts belong to an Israeli soldier who was among the ie 
Killed in a botched commando raid on Sept. 5 in southern Lebanon. 

Nasrallah told the rally he would share with the families of 
other dead guerrillas the misfortune of not being able to bury his 
son.

The remark implied that in any exchange with Israel, he would not 
Qive preference to his son’s remains. 

Friday’s clashes ended with an unusual Israeli air strike ona 
Lebanese army position. The raid killed six Lebanese soldiers anda 
civilian woman, and wounded six other Lebanese troops. 

Israel said it attacked the Lebanese military post in the village 
of Arab Salim, about 1 mile (1.6 kilometers) from the occupied zone, 
because its troops had participated in the earlier gun battle 
between Israeli forces and Hezbollah guerrillas. 

Israel has no interest in attacking the Lebanese army, the 
Israeli army spokesman said, but “*every time the Lebanese army is 
involved in battle, it turns itself into a target.’’ 

On Saturday, Lebanese army commander Gen. Emile Lahoud toured the 
stricken post and inspected the armored personnel carriers destroyed 
by Israeli missiles. 

The Israelis had *“"*taken revenge for the frustration and disarray 
in their ranks after the recent heavy losses,’’ Lahoud said, 
referring to the failed commando raid.

JERUSALEM (AP) — Defense Minister Moshe Arens said Tuesday that 
Israel sought Syria’s help in curbing guerrilla attacks by 
pro~T[ranian guerrillas in south Lebanon, Israel radio reported. 

Arens spoke to a closed-door session of Parliament’s Defense and 
Foreign Affairs Committee. 

The remarks came as Iran’s Foreign Minister Ali Akbar Velayati 
Visited Beirut for Talks about Israel’s latest clashes with the 
Hezbollah, a Shiite Muslim guerrilla movement. 

Syria’s President Hafez Assad was also quoted Tuesday as accusing 
Israel of threatening war by its repeated bombardment of Lebanese 
targets in the past two weeks. 

Arens said the United States was involved in diplomatic efforts 
to curb the Hezbollah guerrillas, the radio said. 

He also said Israel was ‘‘acting to make clear to Syria that we 
will take action to cease Hezbollah activities in south Lebanon, but 
prefer that Damascus do it,’* the report added. 

Arens’ spokesman Danny Naveh had no immediate comment. 

No Israeli officials responded directly to Assad’s warnings in an 
interview with British Broadcasting Corp. radio that Israel was a 
country ‘“‘that threatens to launch war,’’ and that Syria ‘“‘will 
defend herself’’ if attacked. 

Spokesmen for Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir and Foreign Minister 
David Levy said they had no comment. 

The Israeli military strikes in Lebanon have come in response to 
a Hezbollah guerrilla offensive against pro-Israeli militiamen 
launched in mid-May. 

In six Israeli air raids since May £1, &5 people have been killed 
and 63 wounded, according to Lebanese police count. 

Syrian gunners have fired at some Israeli aircraft in Lebanon 
according to Lebanese reports. Israeli officials have responded with 
statements stressing they sought to avoid confrontation with Syria, 
Israel’s biggest Arab enemy.

The handover was smooth, except for a brief verbal argument 
that developed when. a cameraman for a television station run by 
the Muslim zealots was roughed up by the army. 

A 25-vehicle convoy of armored personnel carriers, trucks 
and jeeps rolled into the Sheik Abdallah Barracks, 22 minutes 
after its occupiers peacefully marched out, 

Col. Michel Rahbani, the omega intelligence chief, led 
the troops into thé complex, which the 3,@@0 Guards seized in 
1982 when they came to Lebanon to help fight the Israeli 
invasion. cee ae 

The barracks first served as a base: where the gquards trained 
yoling Shiite recruits. When Hezbollah, or Party of God, was born Snes: 
in 1983 it became the joint headquarters ear the guards and the 
militiamen. 

Several of the Western bret ania were held in the barracks at 
Various times after the kidnappings started in 1985. Hezbollah 
served as an umbrella for the kidnappers who freed the last '¥ 
Westerners, two Germans, in June. Ee 

It also was the main supply and communications base for © 
guerrillas engaged in a guerrilla warfare against Israeli forces 
in south Lebanon. 

The takeover was in line witha Cabinet decision to regain 
control of government buildings Christian and Muslim irregulars 
had seized during the 1975-9@ civil war. 

It is more of a morale boost for the army than an effective 
blow to the Iranian and Lebanese militants, who moved their 
equipment and personnel to other locations in the region. . 

The loss of the barracks was not expected to hinder 
Hezbollah’s activities in the eastern Bekaa region, which is 
largely under the control of 42, Aaa Syrians troops sent to 
Lebanon in 1976 to help snuff out the civil war. 

Although most other milif#ias have disbanded since the end of» 
the war, Hezbollah has vowed not t¢ lay down arms until the last 
Israeli soldier leave the so-call security zone in south 
Lebanon.

BAALBEK, Lebanon (AF) ~- Government troops on Thursday took over 
the headquarters of the Iranian revolutionary guards and allied 
militiamen of Hezbollah, or Party of God, in east Lebanon’s Bekaa 
Valley. 

Non acts of violence were reported in the S!@-minute hand over 
during which a 25-vehicle convoy of armored personnel carriers, 
trucks and jeeps rolled into the Sheik Abdallah Barracks on a hill 
overlooking the center of the ancient town of Baalbek at i F.M. 
(1aaa@ GMT). ie 

Director of military intelligence Col. Michel Rahbani commanded 
the push which ended a 1@-year occupation of the barracks by 
Hezbollah and an estimated &, Baa—man contingent of the Iranian 
Revolutionary Guards. 

The barracks was also used by the Iranian guards and the 
fundamentalist Shiite Muslim Hezbollah as the main supply and 
communications base for anti-Israel fundamentalist guerrillas. 

An army officer said Hezbollah guerrillas and the Revolutionary 
guards had moved all their weapons, ammunition and communications 
equipment to a Shiite theology college about S&@2 meters (yards) west 
of the Sheik Abdallah barracks in Baalbek. 

The officer, who spoke on condition of anonymity, said the 
Awaited Imam (CQ) theology college, which has four underground 
floors, is Hezbollah’s new supply base. 

He said the Iranian guards and Hezbollah also established a joint 
operations room and communications center in Baalbek’s KMhawam hotel. 
The deserted brick-roofed, three-story hotel is one mile (1.6 
kilometers) east of the Sheik Abdallah barracks. 

The two allied forces established a new command headquarters in 
the shiite village of Brital, hometown of former Hezbollah leader 
Sheik Sobhi Tofeili, 14 miles (16 kilometers) west of Baalbek in the 
Bekaa valley, the officer added. 

The move, he said, was not expected to have any direct effect on 
hezbollah’s guerrilla attacks against israel’s self-proclaimed 

“Security Zone’? in south Lebanon. 

Hezbollah and the Iranian guards pulled most of their fighters 
out of the Sheik Abdallah barracks overnight, leaving a joint token 
force of about 44 fighters, most of them in civilian outfits and 
armed with assault rifles and pistols. 

The mostly bearded fundamentalist fighters, wearing their 
trademark black headbands, removed the flags of Iran and the 
black~and-green flags of Hezbollah showing a fist clinched to an 
automatic rifle from the entrance and rooftops of the 
aZag, A2WA-square-meter barracks and marched out shortly before troops 
moved in. 

Women on balconies showered the military convoy with rose water 
and rice to express their joy over the army’s return and troops 
responded by Flashing the V-for-victory sign as they drove into the 
barracks. 7 

Newsmen and photographers were prohibited from entering the 
compound. However, a cameraman working for Hezbollah’s al-Manar 
television station slipped in and started filming but troops quickly 
stopped hin. 

That angered the 4@ Hezbollahis and revolutionary guardsmen, who 
waved clenched fists and shouted jee * battle cry of Allah Akbar, 
Arabic for God is Great. 

The bearded fighters cocked their #ifles and so did military 
policemen in charge of security at the entrance to the barracks. 
Reporters and photographers ducked for cover, the two sides shouted 
at each other for about 1@ minutes. 

Hezbollah’s cameraman was escorted out of the pavinainie’ by 
red-bereted military policemen and the disagreement ended without 
developing into a firefight.

The Hezbollah commander of the barracks then delivered a speech 
in which he said: ‘‘The handover of the barracks is an Islamic and 
nationalist decision designed to encourage the Lebanese army to 
fight Israel.’’ 

Hezbollah’s men responded with shouts of ‘*‘death to Israel?’ and 

“death to America.?!? 

The barracks recovery was part of a drive by the Lebanese army to 
reinstate government authority that was eroded by the 1975-199@ 

Civil war and restore state-owned buildings coer. Christian and 
Muslim militias. 

Troops last week seized the seaside command headquarters of the 
Lebanese Forces, the Christians’ main militia, and evicted its 
commander Samir Geagea with his wife and top aides from the walled 
compound in Beirut’s eastern sector. 

The army also pushed into Druse warlord Walid Jumblatt’s power 
base in the Chouf mountains southeast of the capital and took 
control of two historic palaces and a national library. 

The move provoked Jumblatt to suspend his participation in i» 
President Elias Hrawi’s government, demanding that the army withdraw 
from the three sites.

“Hezbollah chief slams peace efforts, vows continued attacks< 

BETRUT, Lebanon (AFP) — The Tranian-backed Hezbollah guerrilla 
group marked the fifth anniversary of its leader’s assassination 
Sunday, vowing to continue attacks against Israel. 

Sheik Abbas Plusawi, Hezbollah’s secretary-general, his wife 
and son were killed in February 1992 when Israeli helicopters 
fired rockets at his car in southern Lebanon. 

““The resistance will continue,’’® said Sheik Hassan 
Nasrallah, Musawi’s successor, at the rally attended by several 
hundred Hezbollah supporters in south Beirut, a Hezbollah 
stronghold. 

He denounced U.S. and European efforts to promote peace in 
the Middle East. 

“*Let no one in the Arab world bet on U.S. efforts to achieve 
peace because they will lose and will be disappointed,’’ 
Masrallah said. 

Only resistance against Israel and not politics, can end its 
occupation of southern Lebanon, said Nasrallah. 

The fundamentalist Shiite Muslim group is leading a guerrilla 
war to oust Israeli troops and their allied Lebanese militia 
from a border enclave in south Lebanon.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Iran delivered 37 jumbo flights of weapons 
to Syria, destined for Hezbollah guerrillas in Lebanon, in the 
first four months of the year, an Israeli government official 
said Thursday. 

Without providing details, Uri Lubrani, who coordinates 
Israel's activities in Lebanon, said some of the weapons were 
much more sophisticated than had been in the hands of the 
guerrillas previously. 

Lubrani, speaking at the Washington Institute for Near East 
Folicy, a private research group, said the Lebanese army was 
incapable of controlling Hezbollah, with which Israel has been 
Fighting with the help of a Lebanese militia. 

““Tt's an unwinnable war as long as Iran is there’’ to 
support Hezbollah, the Israeli official said of the cross-border 
conflict between Hezbollah and Israel. 

He said Hezbollah takes it orders from Iran, but could be 
controlled by Syria if terms of an agreement with Israel were 
worked out. 

Israeli-Syrian negotiations broke down a year ago. American 
diplomats have not been able to revive the talks. They are 
concentrating on restarting Israeli-Palestinian talks. 

Syria is insisting that Israel relinquish its control of the 
Golan Heights, a hilly border area that Israel captured in the 
1967 Mideast war. 

Lubrani declined to say what kind of deal Israel might strike 
with Damascus. But he said Syria was capable of exerting 
influence over Hezbollah leaders to force a hait in cross-border 
attacks on Israel. 

At the same time, Lubrani said Russia and China were 
continuing to provide Iran with nuclear weapons technology. °*We 
will cio our utmost to prevent Iran from getting an 
unconventional weapon,’’ the Israeli official said. 
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
